The toinl number of voters was 
376, 1 being Austrians, ‘Of these, 
359 Germons and nine Austrians 
voted for the anschluss and six Ger- 
mans and one Austrinn were against 
it.

Most -Hongkong -; Germans-: visited 
the Friderun in the ‘murning, and tn 
the afternoon over 70 people came 
down from Canton. 


; The poll was held in the officers’ 
cabin of the Friderun, between the 
hours of 9 am, and 5 pm., in the 
presence of officials of the German 
cunmuate-General and ‘lenders of 
the local Nazi Party. 


Vaters were given a form bearing 
a declaration with a large square at 
ihe outiom for “Yes” and a smaller 
square for "No.” To signify assent,

Votes were registered privately in

W. Maoenss, that two Germans had 
voted against the anschluss (union) 
of Austrin with Germany after the 
ballot, held aboard the Hamburg-

miles off Singapore. ~ :

The day selected for the voting in 
Germany and ‘Austria is April 10, 
but a decree wns made to. cnable 
nationals abroad to vote.ten days 
before or five days after that date. 
Nationals in Singapore took the nod- 
.vantage of voting aboard the Ger- 
man vessel in port. | : 
- The total- number- of votes “cast 
was 129, comprising 91 Germans 
from Singapore, the six- Austrians 
and 32 members of the Rheinland’s 
crew, : . 

The ballet revealed that 99% per 
cent. of the Germans. were. In favour

The results of what is believed to 
be the first nnschluss ballot. yet held 
In the world was wirelessed to Ger- 
many by the commander: of. the 
Rheinland, Cuptain J. Rohlfs, who 
was president of a Vole Commission 
conducting the voting. 

When .the vessel hnd passed ten 
miles out of Singapore off the Eust 
Const of Johore, outside the three- 
mile limit of - British sovereignty, 
the ‘Austrians and Germans filed into 
the oficer’s. dining saloon to cast 
their votes. ‘ 

Under large placards bearing ex- 
tracts from Herr Hitler's book "“Mcin 
Kampt” and his speeches, the Ger- 
mans and Austrians cheered when 
the result of the ballot was annotnc- 
ed.

Arms out stretched in the Nazi 
salute, they sang “Deutchland Uber 
Alles” und the Nazi song ‘“Horset 
Wessel” as the Rheinland carricd 
them back to Singapore.

Chungking, Apr. 8. 

The British Ambassador, — Sir 
Archibald Clork Kerr, and party 
arrived at Chungking at 2.10 this 
afternoon, and were met at the acro- 
drome by the British Consul-Gencral, 
Mr. E. W. P. Mills; the Vice-Consul, 
Mr. G. Aldingion; Mr. Wu Tse- 
hsiang, representing the Chinese 

-Foteign Offics, and Mr. Liu Lal- 
fong, representing the Chinesc Gov- 
ernment. All wore silk hats, 

Meanwhile, 2 Chinese band struck 
‘up while_a guard of honour of Sze. 
chuen troops in blue’ uniforms and 
white {asselled straw sandals, stood 
to attention. . : 

After a few mements’ conversation 
the party was conducted to where an 
umposing array of brass-knobbed 
sedan chairs stood wailing to take 
them up the 312 stone steps from the 
nirfleld to the street level. Each 
chalr was borne by four bearers, 

The party crossed the bridge of 
boats linking the town with the 
sandbank on which the airfield is 
built, .and then the long line of 
chairs crept slowly like a caterpillar 
to the cliff top, where more thar 
twenty cars awaited. ; 

The routa to the Consulate was 
guarded by special detachments of 
troups carrying Mausers and swords, 
who saluted the Ambassador as he 
passed, while the Chinese gaped as 
the cortege swept through the crowd- 
ed streets. :

What To Do In ~ 


AIR RAIDS 


IMPLE instructions in pre- 
paring a refuge-room in any 
type of dwelling are given in the 
new Air Raid Precautions hand- 
book issued yesterday by the 
Home Office last month for dis- 
tribution among A.R.P. officials 
and volunteers. 

The book also explains how to 
protect the rest of the house. 
Half a million copies’ are being 
printed, : 

When warning is given that 
war threatens this is what all 
householders should do: 


Prepare and equip the refuge 
room. . : 

‘Have everything ready for 
‘darkening the house at night. 
Windows,. skylights, fanlights, 
and glass doors must be ob- 
scured, 

Clear the loft, attic, or top 
‘floor of inflammable material ‘to 
Jessen risk of fire from incen- 
diary bombs. , 

Assemble appliances to fight 
fires, limdwash -the timbers in 
the attic or roof space to delay 
their catching fire. : 

In. large towns send children, 
invalids, and .elderly people to 
friends in the country if possible. 


The “Dont’s”’ 


Besides showing by digrams 
how to select and prepare a re- 
fuge, the book lays down certain 
rules how to behave while 
sheltering in it. ; 

Among the “don’ts” emphasi- 
sed are: Don't smoke, don’t light 
fires, and don’t eat food that has 
come into contact with gas. A 
food chest or airtight jars and 
tins for'the storage of food are 
described as “absolutely essen- 
tial.” 

“Pass the time reading, writ- 
ing, sewing, playing ecards or 
quiet’ games, listening to the 
wireless or gramophone,” is one 
piece of advice. 

Another . rule is “Avoid 
exertion.

These light models are said to be 
capable of speeds up to 50 miles an 
hour over rough terrain, 

Practically ol} of the 400 -tanks In 
the United States army are of the 
"light" variety, welghing between 
eight ov nine tons und usunly ac- 
sommodating four men. They carry 
guns of 30 and 50 calibre, although 
some also: are equipped with 37 mil- 
limeter guns, ’ 

Army. officials say these models are 
‘very eMclent" and believe them to 
be as good or better than those used 
by other countries. 

The medium sized tank, weighing 
5 or 1G tons, is not favoured os. much 
In this country as the smaller tank: 
It Ig more‘heavily armed but slower. 

It is reported that some countries 
ure experimenting with still heavier 
type of tank---a “mobile fortress”. 
Army officials, although interested in 
any developments along this line, are 
sald to be sceptical of such a wea- 
pon's value, 

The United States hos less tanks in 
proportion to the rest of its military 
strength than most oher major powcr, 
army officials believe, but they con- 
tend this country’s high industrial 
‘development could “assure ‘speedy 
production in a time of crisis. : 

They also point out that It probably 
would be wasteful to. produce large 
quantities of tanks at present because 
of the rapid ‘obsolescence of such tt 
comparatively new war weapon, 

OMcials also havc been watching

closely the developments: of anti-tank . 
These include three Inch: 


weapons, 
‘guns to be used in direct fire ugainst 
tanks and a rapid-firing weapon to 
pierce the tanks heavy armour.

Spoon-fed as the Chinese forwards were by their half-backs 
who were superior to their opposite numbers for the majority of 
the play, it would havo been surprising if China did not win their 
Sunday Herald International Cup final against England on the 


Club ground yesterday. 


That they did so was, on the run of play, 


a matter of course; they peppered the English goal continually 
for fully half an hour in the second half and good though the 
English defence was, it could not be expected to stand up to such 
an attack for so long without conceding goals, 


Bul the manner in which the 
Chinese forwards secured victory for 
the side wos not impressive at all. 
With all the opportunitics which they 
had, they certainly should ° have 
scored more than twice. And they 
probably would have done so if they 
had not been so “clever", If there 
were two days of retting to 
the goal, they could always 
be rened upon to take the 
longer, if more = spectacular, one. 
Every one of the flve was at fault 
in thls respect, and even in the 
closing stages of the motch when 
they should have realised that this 
policy did not pay against the dour 
defence of the Englishmen they did 
not abandon thelr style. Instead of 
slipping the ball forwurd, quickly, 
they indulged in Jateral or backward 
posses which only gave the slower 
English defenders a better chance 
to recover. It is pretty obvious that 
Syd Strange, who turned out at left 
back, would be yards slower than 
any one of the Chincse forwards in 
u'race for the ball; yet yesterday he 
was no less effective than the more 
agile Watson because the opposing 
forwards persisted In close inter- 
passing which he often broke up by 
the slmple expediency of walking 
right’ fnto the players themselves. 

FORWARDS .TO. BLAME. 

Chinu was definitely the superior 
sldy os a whole and it was the fault 
of the forwards that she did not 
emphasise her superiority to a 
Areater extent In terms of ‘goals, 

If the forwards did not perform 
thelr duties impressively, little fault 
could be found with the Chinese de- 
fence, which remained rock-liice until 
the end. Mak Sul-hon and Lee Tin- 
sang, the backs, and Tam Kwan-kon, 
in goal, mave little away, The half- 
backs, after o hectic spell in the first 
half when they were renlly pressed, 
established a marked ascendancy tn 
midfield pluy .and supplied the for- 
wards with plenty of passes, 


~~ Av newcomer, Hsu King-shing, of 

the’ Kowloon Chinese, proved to be 
one of the best half-backs on the 
ficld ‘and fitted in well with the 
Chinese defence, 


Tt was o mistake’ to put Hau Ching- 

- fo, normally oan outside ieft, to‘ out- 
side right. He was very wenk = in 
his.new position. Fung King-cheung 
had one of his poorest days this 
season, while Chan Tak-fai, usually 
such a live-wire in the middle, also 
failed: to produce . any of his clec- 
trlfylng bursis down the centre for 
which he bas become noted. It was 
left” to Lau Chung-sang, at inside 
loft, to play the best football in the 
line. He was good in almost every-

thing he did, in foraging and in 

moving the ball; but he had left his 

shooting baots at Caroline Hill. 
PROMISE NOT FULFILLED 

There was certainly no indication 
nt the start . of the match tnat it 
would end in such a one-sided man- 
ner. Play in the opening minutes 
held out promise of a first-class en- 
counter ‘and even more so when 
England scored after 20 minutes. 
But os soon as they had cquailscd, 
the Chinese got on top although 
half-time arrived with the score still 
nt 1-1, 

In spite of the fact that the bail 
was in English territory almost 
throughout the second half, play was 
always best ond Interesting, chiefly 
because of the excellence of Eng- 
land's defence, It certainly went 


} through a harassing time but never 


at any stage of the game did it lose 
heart. Hartley (goal), | Watson, 
Strange and Bright bore the brunt 
of the work, ond emerged with flylng 
colours, The wing-halves, Fresh- 
water ond Wilkinson, had their work 
made easier by the weakness of the 
Chinese outsides, but it was also due 
to thelr fine play that both Lee Shel- 
yau and Hau Ching-to were rendered 
so innocuous. : 


‘When they hod thelr quota of 
passcs—as in the opening minutes— 
the English forwards moved with 
precision. °" However, when _ the 
Chinese had settled down and the 
halves had to concentrate on de- 
fehce, the English did not have man 
opportunitics to shine.

Tell Strange Tale 
Of Killing In 
. Hillside, Cave 


A vivid account of the incidents 
leading to and following the “cave 
murder," of March 10, was given to 
Mr. H.R. Butters at the Central 
Magistracy this morning by Leung 
Kam-kl, 22, the second of the three 
men who ore charged with the mur- 
der of two brothers, Huen Kon-hing, 
22, and Huen Kon-wany, 21. Com- 
mittal Proceedings ngalnst the three 
defendants ended shortly before 1 
Pim, and the prisoners were com- 
mitted to stand trial nt the Criminal 
Sessions, 

Leung and the olher two defen- 
dants, Lau Kwong-fai, 22, and Lo 
Chung-hing, 19, are alleged by the 
Prosecution, which is in’ the hands} 
of Mr. E. H. Williams, Assistant 
Attorney-General, to huve shot the 
two brothers out of fear of thelr giv- 
Ing them away to the police. It was 
also sald that the defendants and the 
deceased had been members of a 
gang and that they had separated in- 
to opposition camps. 

Leung said thot on the night of 
March 10 he ond the other two de- 
fendants were on the roof of No. 488 
Lockhart Rond when one of ihe dead 
men, Kon-hing, told them that he 
would need money the next day. 
Kon-hing was with his brother and 
after the two men had Ieft the roof, 
the first defendant asked him and the 
third defendant to go and pick 
vegetables. They went out and on 
teaching the decenseds’ cave, on a 
hillside in Bay View digtrict, the 
first defendant suggested that they 
G0 in to sit there, and this they did. 


THREATENED DEFENDANT 


Continuing, defendant sald that the 
dead men were there and Kon-hing 
once more mentioned money matters 
to Lo, asking him to promise to bring 
several doliars to him the next day. 
Lo said that he could not promise to 
net the moncy and Kon-hing hearing 
this drew a revolver and pointing it 
at the first defendant threatened to 
shoot him if he did not make the 
promise, 

The first defendant, went on wit- 
ness, caught hold of the gun hand; 
and Kon-hing flred the weapon; the 
two men then struggled for the gun. 
Kon-wang joincd in the tusse] and 
his brother mistaking him for an 
aggressor fired the gun and wounded 
him. The first defendant then gained 
possession of the gun and he. fired 
one shot and killed Kon-hing.
